The Federal Power Commission 
has agreed to pass directly on the 
.application of Texas Gas Transmis- 
sion Corporation to construct an 
800-mile natural gas pipe line from 
Texas to Ohio, thereby waiving the 
intermediate procedure requiring a 
recommendation by the Trial Ex- 
aminer. 


The full five- man 
Commission 


will hear oral arguments on Febru- 
ary 24, and the filing of briefs will 
be permitted on or before Febru- 
ary 14. The Commission acted on a 
motion filed by W. T. Stevenson, 
executive vice president of Texas 
Gas' application before Examiner 
Marvin Farrington came to an end 
last week after three and one-half 
months. 


Mr. Stevenson told the Commis- 
sion that the large number of inter- 
yenors and applicants'in the case 
had contributed substantially to the 
time required to conclude the hear- 
ings. He said that a prompt deci- 
sion on the part of the FPC would 
enable the Company to move a- 
head rapidly in its plan to bring ad- 
ditional gas supplies to consuming 
areas.

Texas Gas has already taken-ma- 
ny steps to have the proposed $73,- 
500,000 project in operation by the 
end of the year, Mr. Stevenson de- 
clared, and is awaiting only the 
FPG authorization to go ahead.

He suffered a bitter disappoint- 
ment when he was nosed oiu of an 
appointment to Annapolis. A Naval 
career had been his boyhood ambi- 
tion, and to forget his. disappoint- 
ment he stowed away on an ocean 
liner bound for Honolulu. Following 
this brief escapade he worked as 
•apricot picker, truck driver,: ico 
man and "juicer" for the telephone 
company. 


Star Football Player 
Then he was able to secure a 
college scholarship at the Univer- 
sity of Southern California. He be- 
came a star Trojan tackle. In 
those days it was customary for 
college atnletes to secure summer 
vacation jobs in the studios doing 
heavy work to condition them for 
the tootball season. Wayne got a 
job as prop man at Fox, He was 
assigned to a John Ford picture. 
Director and prop man, curiously 
enough, soon became fast friends. 


Raoul Walsh was looking lor a 
tall, gangling newcomer to play a 
top role in "The Big Trail." Ford 
induced him to come over and look 
at his prop man—and -that's what 
started Wayne on his picture ca- 
reer. It was Winfield Sheehan, head

Takes "Dramatic" Lessons 
Wayne had two days' grace be- 


fore the film was to start; he im- 
mediately employed "a Hollywood 
dramatic coach for two stiff work- 
outs. Raoul Walsh had to spend 
more than two days un-doing the 
work that the dramatic coach had 
done. John hasn't had a dramatic 
lesson since, and his naturalness 
is the key to his success as an 
actor.

"The Big Trail" wasn't too suc- 


qessful and Wayne lapsed into a 
series of lesser pictures. He became 
the first 
"singing 
cowboy" on 
record with his series known as 
'Singin' Sam. Then, in 1938 Re- 
public signed him for the lead 
in their "Three Mesquiteers" west- 
ern series.

In 1939, Walter Wangor signed 
John Ford to direct "Stagecoach." 
which had been a highly success- 
ful Collier's Magazine serial. Ford 
called Wayne,, invited him to spend 
the week-end on his yacht, and 
have been made.

Sunday School 
Lesson 


Bv WILLIAM E. GILROY, D.D, 
The writer of the Book of He- 


brews says (Hebrews 4:15) that 
Jesus "was in all noints tempted 
as we are. yet without sin)" We 
speak of "the temptation of Je- 
sus," though as Matthew records 
them in Matthew 4, the temptations 
were three. 


It is important, however, 
to 
realize that, if Jesus wore tempted 
as we are, the temptations wern 
not only three, nor were they all 
at that one time. As we read the 
Gospels we can sec how persistent 
were the temptations to which the 
Master was subject. 


How else can we interpret His 
passionate rebuke of Peter, "Get 
thee behind me, Satan." 
when 
Peter had said to Him. "Be it far 
from Thee, Lord." when the Mas- 
ter had spoken of His prospective 
sufferings and death? Was it not 
that Peter was voicing the temp- 
tation • from within Jesus himself 
to renounce His mission and des- 
tiny, and turn from that way of 
sacrifice? 


And was it not this same temp- 
tation with which 
the 
Master 
struggled 
in that agony in the 
Garden of Gethsemane, when He 
prayed 
earnestly that 
the 
cup 
might pass? 


No, the-temptation of Jesus was 
not all of one time or place. For 
Him, as for us, it lasted all through 
to the end, and His admonition 
to the disciples was, "Watch and 
pray." 


But the three temptations 
of 
Jesus that Matthew records were 
oasic and had a significance be- 
yond any later, or inherent, temp- 
.tation. There is a point in all of 
our lives at which temptation is 
crucial,' at which the decision we 
make or the victory we achieve 
determines and marks our whole 
life. 
That decision, or victory 
may have to be repeated and re- 
affirmed. But it is the determining 
point, that 
tells whether life is 


to be for God, or for self, for the 
highest and best, 
or for some 
lower aim of ease and pleasure 
wealth or fame. 


In those three temptations 
of 
Jesus the allurement was of the 
things that ambitious men have 
sought: 
power 
of achievement 
"Command that these stones be 
made bread"; the sense of persono 
grandeur and superiority, 
"Cas' 
thyself down" (from the pinnacle 
of the temple); and wealth, com 
bined 
with power. 
"All these 
things will I give thee." 


They were the temptations to 
which strong men have succumbed 
and to which Jesus, conscious of a 
great possible destiny; must have 
been susceptible, or the temptation 
could have had little reality. HP 
was tempted, as He was temptec 
later, even to the last hour. 
But 


«He never failed. His triumph was 
in the 
humble and courageoti: 
submission to 
the Father's will 
"Nevertheless, 
not my will, but 
Thine be done."

Congressman 
Rich,

Pensylvania, said: "I understand 
she is now a member of the United 
Nations conference drawing a sal- 
ary from the federal government 
of $12,000 a year." 
So the plain language of the Uni 
ted Nations law reasonably gave 
a congressman professionally 
en- 


gaged in legislation the same un- 
derstanding that I got. 


Another member, Mr. McGregor, 


of Ohio, offered the reasonable ob- 
jection that although Lcsinski had 
"avorably reported out his own bill 
for the benefit of his own patron- 
ess, he, McGregor, was "reliably 
informed there have been no hear- 
ings on this bill." 
Therefore McGregor asked refer- 


ral, back to the committee for fur- 
ther ' consideration. • This was. done. 


Under the laws, Mrs. Roosevelt 


would not have been required 
to 


waive her pension while she was 
drawing pay from the United Na- 
tions although the same law 
does 


forbid payment of such compensa- 
tion to any senator or congressman 
designated to represent the United 
States. Nor may army officers or 
others in similar categories draw 
pensions while they are on the gov- 
ernment payrolls for civilian duties 
aftor retirement.
